TO DEFENDANT APPALACHIAN WASTE CONTROL 

Conies the Defendant, Appalachian Waste Control, arid for its Motion for Order to Release 

Funds Held in Escrow to Defendant Appalachian Waste Control, states as follows: 

INTRODUCTIOB 

This matter came before the Coinmission on tlie petition of Gleiuiis Blair, a sewer customer 

of the Respondent Appalachian Waste Control’s Neil Price waste water treatment plant. Mr. Blair 

made two complaints; one, that lie is being billed for services that are not available, and should not 

have to pay for them, and; two, that he should not have to pay as much as customers of Neil Price 

who have more than one resident in tlie household. 

Because Mr. Blair had not paid for sewer services for many months, Appalachian Waste 

Control gave Mr. Blair notice that his water service would be shut off pending payment. As a 

compromise, and at the suggestions of the Public Service Commission’s couiisel, the parties agreed 

that Mr. Blair would pay the deliiiquent funds into an escrow account, and Appalachian Waste 



Control would not cut off Mr. Blair’s water service. The fbiids were to be held in escrow during the 

pendency of this matter, until tlie bank, Citizens National Balk, received aii Order from tlie 

Commission containing iiistructioiis for tlie account’ s release. (Please see Exhibit A, Escrow 

Agreement). By Order dated July 21, 2008, tlie Coiiiiiiission denied Mr. Blair’s Complaint in its 

entirety. In addition, Mr. Blair lias not appealed the Board’s decision, aiid tlie tiiiie for appeal has 

SUll.

Citizens National Bank to release the funds it liolds iii escrow to Squire N. Williams 111, Temporaiy
